Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Possible claim amendments were discussed to clarify that the claimed methods used reduction in fluorescence energy 
transfer or reduction of ground state quenching to detect nucleic acid sequences. Batz et al. does not teach or fairly 
suggest these methods. May et al. (2003) was discussed as to whether there was a related publication prior to the 
priority date of 09/20/2002 of the instant application. Applicants conveyed that they did not receive nor know of any 
prior publication and would look into the matter further.
